^Colleges Can Lead 
To Better Balance 


Industry continues generally to hold a re* 


tirem^nt age of 65. despite a continuing shortage 
of technically trained people 
That is true in 


Colleges, too. though many teaching places are 
hard to fill. 
Rut pet hap- the situation s about to change 


on the campuses. 
The suggestion has been 


made that the state University of N ew ‘York 
could in time increase its supply of teachers by 
as much as 12 per cent by the simple device of 
changing its retirement age for faculty mem­ 
bers from 65 to 70 years. 
This suggestion came from no other than 


the university president, Dr. William S. Carl­ 
son. In making his suggestion Dr. Carlson point­ 
ed out that the University of Oregon recently 
extended its retirement age to 72 years 
With the nation's universities and colleges 


generally having difficulty in filling faculty 
posts, the problem facing them may at least be 
partly solved bv revising industry’s trend to­ 
ward a retirement age of 65— or younger. 
In­ 
deed, the campuses of the nation might be en­ 
riched by the wealth of scientific knowledge 
wrapped up in the men industry turns out to 
pasture at 65 or even 60. 
Industry has been charged by colleges with 


draining teaching talent from centers of learn­ 
ing by offering salaries that no university bud­ 
get could match, 
lf colleges in turn were to 


welcome able and vigorous men industry writes 
off at the age of 60 or 65—and there are many 
of them -they might put a lopsided situation 
into better balance.

Youth atteofpts, in 4Mch gen­ 
eration. to disassociate itself from its past, only to 
find, as it grows into maturity, that the past is 
ever-present and cumulative. 
It is not so much a 
question of being a privoner of the pasi, as needing 
to adjust oneself to the fact that at least four gen­ 
erations are currently alive in this country and that 
the oldsters grow more numerous a* medicine and 
science keep them alive longer and that they have 
memories of a more comfortable era which their 
successors may never know. 


And then there is the in-between veneration those 
who experienced the flapper age, the great inflation, 
the great depression and finally the sight of their sons 
going off to war as they had done a generation ago. 
Hughes does not understand that these two generations 
are no more prisoners of the past than he is, but they 
have Ii* cd through a whole set of different experiences 
than he has to date. Most of them if they were in the 
Republican party in 1952, supported Robert A, Taft 
rather than Dwight D. Eisenhower, because they be­ 
lieved that Taft more closely represented traditional 
Republican liberalism than Eisenhower did. 
They 
interpreted liberalism in the 19th Century sense as a 
recognition of an increasing right of the individual 
human being to form the pattern of his life without 
hindrance by government. 


This element of the Republican party lost in 
1952; its leader Robert A. Taft. died. 
The conser­ 
vative Republicans as most of them prefer to he 
designated, accented the Eisenhower victory as a 
fart and hoped for the hest. 


Hughes sayst 
. . Two decades or more ago, this Republican 
party seemed to us a great institution grown weary in 
spirit and weak in conviction. 
Zeal and imagination 
flourished elsewhere . . 
What Hughes undoubtedly means is that the New 
Deal was more spectacular, more exciting, more sti­ 
mulating than conservative Republicanism prior to 
Eisenhower, if it was the spectacular, the exciting, 
the stimulating that one wanted in the 1930s up to 
1945. to take a date, the Communist party offered even 
greater attractions, and the fact is that some of our 
brightest young men and women, some of our best 
trained minds moved in that direction. 


But if one sought a continuity of American 
tradition, if one believed that the constitutional sis- 
lorn could be adjusted to any circumstances of lite, 
if one reeogni/ed that even the most hopelul revo­ 
lution develops its own inadequacies, then conser­ 
vative Republicanism offered a program which at­ 
tracted the lat gest num ber of Republicans. 
They 
were not enough to elect a President, hut thrv 
maintained a strong voice in the I oiled Matff 
Senate. 


It - alw av s cv ting to read the philosophy of the 
next generation 
particularly of trie impatient next 
generation whose hooves are beating on one's heels. 
My generation which reached its manhood during 
World War I sought liberty for all mankind; it sought 
for government by choice: it believed in all sorts el 
ideals from the mutual aid of Pnnce Kropotkin to the 
social service Christianity ol the Y M C A . 
It did not 
worship a man as a god. 
Neither Theodore Roosevelt 
nor Woodrow Wilson was what today is called leader­ 
ship 
They were Presidents 
Later the word. leader­ 
ship. appeared in Europe, in Italy and Germany, and 
rn time everywhere and in a sense it is a bad word 
because it p u g a man. an individual, a mortal person, 
above principles of life. 
However, each generation 
finds it- own philosophy and its own lollies. The word, 
president for an American, is more accurate than the 
word leader, which can be translated into the Ger­ 
man as fuehrer and into Italian as duce.

Illinois thi> year took from Iowa 
the title of No. I corn producing 
state It is harvesting the largest 
soybean crop in its history, too. 
Traveling over the state, this 
reporter found farmers fairly well 
pleased with the agricultural situ 
at ion This was in contrast to find­ 
ings in Iowa and Missouri where

Four years ago. downstate Illi­ 
nois piled up a vote tor Eisenhow­
